Middle  East  Imports. — The  following 
goods  should  be  added  to  the  list  of  articles 
which  remain  subject  to  the  Middle  East 
Supply  Centre  procedure  (C.  &>  D.,  January 
20,  p.  69) :  Ipecacuanha  and  derivatives, 
cinchona  bark  and  derivatives.  It  should 
be  noted  that  existing  arrangements 
whereby  certain  goods  are  at  present 
imported  into  Middle  East  territories 
through  Government  channels  are  not 
affected. 

Social  Evening  at  Bath. — Bath  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  a  social 
evening  on  January  17 — the  first  of  its 
kind  since  the  outbreak  of  war.  Over  forty 
were  present,  and  there  was  a  varied 
programme  of  music,  conjuring  and  other 
items.  The  occasion  was  quite  informal, 
but  the  branch  chairman  (Mr.  A,  O.  Barton) 
took  the  opportunity  to  say  a  few  words 
about  branch  affairs. 
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Lantern  Lecture  at  Hull.  —Hull  Chemists' 
Association  and  Branch  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  recently  met  to  hear  a 
lecture  by  Dr.  Stanley  Kennett,  Ph.D. 
(a  member  of  the  staff  of  Liverpool  Uni- 
versity), on  "Metals  and  Man."  He 
described  the  discovery,  development,  and 
use  of  metals  and  how  the  art  of  snielting 
was  discovered.  Lantern  slides  illustrated 
the  lecture.  Mr.  F.  N.  Harrison  proposed  a 
vote  of  thanks,  which  was  seconded  by  Mr. 
E.  B.  Mathews.  Miss  E.  Palmer  occupied 
the  chair. 

Presentation  to  Birmingham  Executive. — 

On  January  13  a  presentation  was  made  to 
Mr.  A.  S.  Lumb,  an  executive  on  the  staff 
of  Southall  Bros.  &  Barclay  (1935),  Ltd., 
Birmingham,  who  left  the  company  to  take 
up  a  similar  pQsition  with  W.  H.  Wilkins, 
Ltd.,  Birmingham.  Mr.  J.  A.  Hall  presided 
in  the  absence  of  Mr.  A.  T.  Hall  (managing 
director),  who  was  unable  to  be  present. 
Mr.  R.  E.  Howard  made  the  presentation, 
which  consisted  of  a  brief  case  and  a  wallet 
containing  treasury  notes.  Mr.  Lumb 
suitably  replied. 

Chemists'  Friendly  Society. — The  annual 
report  issued  by  the  directors  of  the 
Chemists'  Friendly  Society  records  an 
increasing  membership,  despite  a  diminu- 
tion in  the  number  of  applications  received. 
Approximately  1,000  members  of  the 
Society  are  serving  with  the  Forces.  Ex- 
penditure on  sickness,  disablement  and 
maternity  benefits  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1943,  was  ,^4,353,  against 
;/;3,8i2  in  the  previous  year.  The  increase 
was  attributed  partly  to  increased  member- 
ship and  partly  to  a  continued  rise  in  sick- 
ness benefit  owing  to  war  conditions. 

Lantern  Lecture  on  Penicillin.— A  meet- 
ing of  the  Tunbridge  Wells  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on  Wed- 
nesday, January  17,  when  an  address  on 
"Penicillin"  was  given  by  Dr.  T.  H.  Mead. 
The  chairman  (Mr.  A.  S.  Smyth)  welcomed 
a  capacity  audience,  which  included  doctors 
and  nurses.  Dr.  Mead  dealt  with  inter- 
national standardisation,  inactivators, 
method  of  administration,  and  manufacture. 
The  address  was  illustrated  by  lantern 
shdes,  and  samples  of  penicillin  were  avail- 
able for  inspection.  At  the  conclusion  of  a 
short  discussion,  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the 
lecturer  was  proposed  by  Dr.  Houston, 
Tonbridge .

It  was  stated  that 
Oakley  had  had  a  successful  practice  t 
Bangkok,  Siam,  until  he  had  been  inter  1 
by  the  Japanese.

This  could  be 
overcome  by  "latensification,"  in  which  a 
short  exposure  was  given  to  the  emulsion 
at  optimal  intensity  to  enable  subsequent 
low-intensity  exposures  to  act  at  maximum 
efficiency.  Mr.  F.  J.  Tritton,  F.R.I.C., 
dealt  with  practical  aspects  of  choosing  the 
most  suitable  commercially-available  emul- 
sion for  a  variety  of  processes,  approaching 
his  subject  under  the  headings  terminology 
and  classification ;  photomicrography ; 
photography  as  a  standardising  technique; 
photography  in  physical  methods  of 
chemical  analysis ;  photography  as  a 
quantitative  measuring-instrument;  photo- 
graphy in  recording  instruments ;  and 
colour  and  photography  for  reproduction.

'he  subject  of  industrial  design  has 
in  come  into  the  news  with  the  announce-

Its  importance 
ds  no  demonstration.  On  the  present 
ision  I  may  take  a  general  view  of  it  by 
;mpting  to  answer  two  questions :  Who 
uld  do  the  designing?  And  for  whom 
uld  it  be  done  ?  First,  then,  where  shall 
gners  be  obtained  and  how  shall  they 
aunched  ?  A  satisfactory  answer  is  not 
ly  found.  Art  schools  flourish,  no  doubt, 
3ver  the  country ;  but  is  their  teaching 
,  type  likely  to  lead  to  the  kind  of  result 
t  enlightened  industrialists  are  looking 
'  Again,  what  is  the  relation  of  crafts- 
iship  to  style  ?

le  and  Public  Taste 

'he  second  question,  that  of  the  people 
whom  designing  is  to  be  done,  is  more 
iplex.  Seldom,  I  suppose,  does  an 
l^inal  design  take  shape  in  the  mind  of  a 
nber  of  the  shopping  public.  Normally 
or  she  buys  what  is  on  sale  in  shops 
hout  thought,  or  with  only  a  passing 
ught,  of  its  stylistic  merits.  It  is  difficult 
magine  any  article  of  commerce  so  ugly 
to  repel  every  prospective  purchaser  : 
common  watchword  is  utility  (though 
:  in  the  war-time  sense),  and  utility 
weighs,  for  the  great  niajority  of  shop- 
s,  a  dozen  defects.  From  the  public  we 
end — or  should  it  be  descend  ? — to  the 
desman :  when  ordering  from  the 
nufacturer  or  wholesaler  he  may  be 
•posed  to  -  have  an  idea,  if  not  a  very 
inite  one,  of  what  will  recommend  itself 


on  his  counter  and  in  his  window  by  its 
appearance.  To  the  extent  to  which  he 
refuses  goods  that  are  obviously  clumsy  in 
style  or  finish,  we  may  say  that  he  has 
taste,  and  that  his  taste  is  a  factor  in  edu- 
cating the  public  in  the  same  direction — 
in  other  words,  in  forming  public  taste. 
Here,  I  think,  we  get  a  clue.  Manufacturers 
may  be  imposed  upon  by  enterprising 
stylists :  they  may  be  persuaded  into 
putting  on  the  market  something  that  is 
eccentric  or  blatant.  Retailers  have  a  part 
to  play  in  discriminating  against  such 
goods.  In  doing  so  they  are  maintaining  a 
high  standard  in  their  own  shops,  and  are  , 
limiting  the  circulation  of  the  second-rate. 
The  argument  that  if  pharmacists  decline 
to  promote  the  sale  of  inferior  goods, 
someone  else  will  take  them  up  is  not  worth 
serious  discussion ;  for  pharmacists  have 
their  reputation  to  sustain,  individually  and 
collectively. 

Antacids 

About  fifty  years  ago  I  was  present  when 
a  fashionable  West  End  physician  went  into 
a  pharmacy  where  he  was  well  known  and 
called  for  a  draught  consisting  of  a  drachm 
of  sodium  bicarbonate  in  distilled  water. 
Your  editorial  comment  headed  "Hyper- 
acidity" (p.  68)  reminded  me  of  that  inci- 
dent, and  led  to  the  deduction  that  a  West 
End  physician  of  the  present  day  would 
probably  prescribe  for  himself  on  different 
lines.  Every  book  of  formulas  discloses 
varying  ideas  on  the  neutralisation  of 
excess  acid  in  the  system.  Several  powders 
and  a  few  tablets  ring  the  changes  on  the 
time-honoured  alkalis,  sometimes  with  the 
imprimatur  of  a  physician,  titled  or  other- 
v/ise.  In  this  section  some  time  ago  atten- 
tion was  called  to  the  danger  of  alkalosis 
arising  from  indiscriminate  ingestion  of 
such  substances :  I  may  perhaps  repeat 
that  the  risk  is  a  serious  one.  The  present 
French  Codex  contains  a  compound  alka- 
line powder  composed  of  bicarbonate, 
phosphate  and  sulphate  of  sodium.;  and 
compound  kaolin  powders  have  their 
adherents.  My  experience  with  magnesium 
trisilicate  is  very  satisfactory;  I  am  glad 
to  see  that  you  have  given  prominence  to 
this  remedy.  Perhaps  some  pharmacologist 
can  tell  us  how  it  compares  with  kaolin, 
especially  in  secondary  effects,  and  whether 
any  advantage  would  be  gained  by  com- 
bining the  two.  When  occasion  arises,  a 
word  of  caution  against  heavy  doses  of 
alkalis  may  be  timely.  Xrovser

Knott  and  Skues,  and  carried 
animously.  Mr.  PEck  then  occupied  the 
air  and  thanked  the  council  for  the 


honour  conferred  upon  him.  Reviewing  his 
forty-two  years'  experience  of  the  trade, 
during  which  he  had  noted  the  steady 
development  of  mutual  co-operation  within 
it— due  in  great  measure  to  the  spirit 
infused  by  the  P.A.T.A.— he  claimed  there 
was  no  problem  that  could  not  be  overcome, 
given  a  co-operative  spirit  and  goodwill. 
He  moved  that  a  vote  of  thanks  should  be 
accorded  to  the  outgoing  president  (Mr. 
P.  G.  Hunt),  who  had  won  the  respect  of 
his  colleagues  by  the  able,  patient  and  im- 
partial manner  in  which  he  had  presided 
over  the  council's  deliberations  during  a 
difficult  year.  The  motion  was  seconded  by 
Mr.  Skues,  supported  by  Colonel  Watson, 
and  carried  unanimously.  Mr.  Hunt  suit- 
ably acknowledged  the  vote. 

The  council  then  elected  as  Vice-presi- 
dents Messrs.  H.  G.  Middleton,  Foster- 
McClellan  Co.  (manufacturers'  section), 
N.  E.  Forster,  Hall,  Forster  <^  Co.,  Ltd. 
(wholesale  section),  and  E.  Skues  (retail 
section).

A  report  by  the  executive  committee  on 
the  position  relating  to  the  disposal  of  sur- 
plus stocks  of  proprietary  articles  in  the 
post-war  period  was  considered  and  ap- 
proved. The  committee's  report  upon  a 
discussion  that  had  taken  place  to  bring 
about  a  more  effective  price -maintenance 
of  perfumery,  cosmetic  and  toilet  prepara- 
tions was  also  approved. 

Price-maintenance  Work 

The  secretary's  quarterly  report  on  priccr 
maintenance  and  investigation  work  showed 
that  during  the  previous  three  months,  377 
calls  and  inspections  had  been  carried  out 
by  the  Association.  Only  twelve  instances 
of  price-cutting  had  been  noted,  and  traders 
still  on  the  stop  list  were  in  possession  of 
extremely  limited  stocks  of  P.A.T,A.  goods. 
During  the  quarter,  twenty-nine  names  had 
been  removed  from  the  stop  list,  and  several 
instances  of  non-observance  of  P.A.T.A. 
regulations  in  relation  to  dividend  on  sales 
of  P.A.T.A.  articles  had  been  investigated 
and  dealt  with.  After  considering  details  of 
serious  breaches  of-  their  agreements  by 
co-operative  societies,  the  council  gave  in- 
structions as  to  the  action  to  be  taken. 
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SOCIETY'S  PRESIDENT  AT  WEST  HAM 


The  speaker  at  the  January  meeting  of  the 
West  Ham  and  East  Metropolitan  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  the 
president  of  the  Society  (Mr.  F.  G.  Wells). 
Mr.  W.  H.  Cloud  presided.  Mr.  Wells  said 
the  British  Medical  Association  had  called 
for  funds  to  be  made  available  for  research 
in  medicine.  Pharmacy  should  also  claim 
State  assistance  in  research,  because  much 
pharmaceutical  research  was  now  being 
undertaken  at  the  expense  of  members  of 
the  Society.  He  justified  the  Society's 
decision  not  to  open  the  Pharmaceutical 
Joint  Committee  to  company  chemists  and 
other  sectional  interests,  and  appealed  to 
various  groups  to  unite  and  give  pharmacy 
the  benefit  of  an  organisation  that  could 
speak  for  members  of  the  Society.  The 
main  question  afi'ecting  pharmacy  at  the 
present  time,  he  said,  was  whether  there 
should  be  a  State-salaried  service  or  an 
augmented  National  Health  Insurance 
scheme.  Pharmac}^  could  offer  an  incom- 
parable service  at  the  present  time  withoxit 
a  large  capital  outlay.  The  president  be- 
lieved that  the  fact  that  a  salary  scale  had 
been  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Industrial 
Council,  though  in  his  opinion  it  was  a  low 
scale,  would  help  chemists  to  obtain  better 
remuneration.  He  appealed  to  members 
to  support  the  Parliamentary  Fund  and 
assist  in  obtaining  larger  parliamentary 
representation  for  pharmacy. 

Inadequate  Salaries 

In  the  discussion  which  followed,  Mr. 
J.  R.  TuRTON  complained  of  the  inadequate 
salaries  still  offered  to  pharmacists,  and 
suggested  that  this  should  be  borne  in  mind 
in  any  negotiations. 

Mr.  a.  Blackley  thought  the  Society 
should  endeavour  to  obtain  fresh  legislation 
to  override  the  Jenkin  judgment  and  to 
enable  the  Society  to  function  as  an  organ- 
isation of  pharmacists  able  to  enhance  the 
interests  of  its  members  in  economic  as 
well  as  educational  fields.  He  protested 
against  the  use  of  certificates  of  registration 
as  showcards  in  windows,  advertising  dis- 
pensing services,  and  asked  what  efforts 
were  being  made  to  improve  the  status  of 
pharmacists  in  the  Forces. 

Mr.  W.  Able  asked  who  had  appointed 
the  Joint  Industrial  Council  and  what  right 
any  of  the  bodies  represented  on  it  had  to 
negotiate  for  employed  pharmacists.  Did 
the  Joint  Committee  consider  the  White 
Paper  on  a  National  Health  Service  only 
from  the  viewpoint  of  proprietor  pharma- 


cists or  were  managers  and  other  employe* 
consulted  before  decisions  were  reached  ? 

Mr.  S.  Robinson  suggested  that  tl 
proposed  Central  Pharmacy  Board,  \ 
solely  appointed  by  the  Minister  of  Healt 
might  lean  to  the  political  principles  of  tl 
Government  of  the  day,  and  that  a  bett( 
body  would  be  a  Board  partly  appointe 
and  partly  elected  by  pharmacists  practisir 
under  the  scheme,  election  to  be  either  c 
a  territorial  basis  or  under  some  forrii  ( 
proportional  representation,  to  ensure  ad 
quate  expression  for  all  types  of  locality  an 
all  sections  of  pharmacy.  He  asked  for  a 
effort  to  be  made  to  ensure  that  all  pharm? 
ceutical  and  galenical  materials  used  b 
units  practising  under  the  National  Healt 
Scheme  would  be  manufactured  under  < 
stringent  a  control  by  pharmacists  as  woul 
be  demanded  for  their  dispensing. 

Constitution  of  Pharmacy  Boards 

Mr.  J.  Thomson  asked  for  an  outline  c 
the  proposed  constitution  of  the  loc£ 
pharmacy  boards  and  thought  it  vital  tha 
pharmacists  should  serve  on  borough  ani 
count\^  councils  to  ensure  that  their  poin 
of  view  was  ventilated.  I 

Mr.  J.  Reed  asked  whether  the  Society'! 
Council  favoured  health  centres  as  outlinei 
in  the  Government's  scheme  or  as  suggeste< 
by  the  Dawson  Committee  twenty  year 
earlier. 

*  Replying  to  the  various  questions,  th: 
President  sympathised  with  complaint 
regarding  salaries,  informed  members  tha 
nine  pharmacists  doing  pharmaceutica 
work  had  recently  obtained  commission 
in  the  Royal  Air  Force,  and  explained  tha 
the  Society  had  no  influence  in  the  con 
stitution  of  the  Joint  Industrial  Council 
which  had  been  organised  by  the  Nationa 
Pharmaceui  ical  Union  and  certain  large 
and  comprehensive  trade  units. 

Dr.  T.  W.  Forster,  in  proposing  a  vott 
of  thanks  to  the  speaker,  mentioned  tha 
in  the  borough  of  Barking  a  health  centre 
was  already  functioning,  and  that  the 
dispensing  was  by  means  of  prescription:

Mr.  H.  J.  Collis  (vice-president  of  the 
Branch)  was  in  the  chair.  Mr.  Linstead 
dealt  with  the  proposed  National  Health 
Service  organisation.  The  new  Service,  he 
said,  must  pay  its  way.  The  Minister  might 
decline  to  negotiate  on  any  basis  but  that 
of  "twice  the  number  of  scripts  at  present 
rates,"  for  this  would  be  an  easy  way  out  for 
him.  The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
or  other  negotiating  body  might  refuse,  and 
the  Minister  might  then  appeal  to  individual 
pharmacists.  This  would  result  in  a  strain- 
ing of  loyalty,  such  as  wrecked  the  doctors 
in  191 1.  Remuneration  must  be  left  until 
it  was  known  what  service  pharmacists 
were  expected  to  provide.  He  concluded 
that  if  the  Society  could  secure  that  the 
dispensing  was  reserved  for  pharmacists  at 
reasonable  remuneration,  the  Society  would 
have  done  its  job.  The  responsibility  would 
then  rest  upon  individual  pharmacists  to 
show  that  they  could  give  the  necessary 
service. 

Health  Centre  Dispensary  Problems 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Young,  Mr.  Linstead  said 
pharmacists  might  be  under  contract  with 
the  Central  Pharmacy  Board,  but  the  local 
pharmacy  boards  would  act  as  advisers  to 
the  local  authorities.  The  danger  from  com- 
petition lay  in  the  fact  that  health  centres 
would  be  rate-subsidised.  Mr.  Hopkins 
asked  if  health  centres  would,  in  fact,  be 
built.  The  Secretary  said  it  was  hoped 
there  would  be  no  new  units  without  need. 
Mr.  Collinson  said  patients  would  prefer 
their  local  chemist's  shop. 

Mr.  Wompra  asked  if  anything  had  been 
done  to  implement  the  amendment,  passed 
at  the  Branch  Representatives'  meeting, 
that  the  company  chemists  should  be 
invited  to  join  the  Joint  Committee  con- 
sidering the  National  Health  Service.  Mr. 
Linstead  said  he  felt  it  was  now  time  to 
consult  the  companies  and  also  the  Trade 
Unions.  Mr.  Bream  asked  why  health 
centres  need  have  dispensaries.  Mr. 
Linstead  answered  that  it  was  logical  for 
a  complete  centre  to  have  a  dispensary. 
A  central  loan  scheme  for  chemists  would  be 
difficult  and  complicated,  and  he  thought 
chemists  could  provide  an  improved 
service  without  assistance. 

In  reply  to  Mr.  Ch aminos,  the  Secretary 


said  he  believed  Manchester  had  built  pre] 
ises  for  health  centres,  and  these  were  now  f 
ing  used  for  air-raid  precautions  purpoa 
The  Manchester  scheme  was  a  consulta] 
not  a  general  practitioner,  service. 
White  Paper,  in  contrast,  suggested  groij 
ing  G.P.'s.

Mr.  Linstead  said  that  the  sixteen  cent 
could  not  handle  all  Manchester's  dispe] 
ing,  but  it  might  be  a  beginning.  To 
Rimmington,  who  thought  the  changi 
character  of  dispensing  might  render  i| 
necessary  dispensaries  at  health  centres,  1 
replied  that,  in  his  view,  the  bottle 
medicine  would  be  popular  for  a  long 
and  that  doctors  might  be  encouraged, 
return  to  elegant  prescribing. 

Better  Conditions

In  addition,  a  warning  in  prominent  (black) 
type  stressed  that  "the  changes  relative  to 
individual  D.D.  (and  Ex.  D.D.)  preparations 
are  complicated  and  confusing,  and  refer- 
ence should,  for  exact  classification,  be  made 
to  the  Extended  List  of  Poisons  in  the  1938 
edition  of  the  'C.  &^  D.  Poisons  Guide.'" 

The  evidence  in  the  case  shows  a  surpris- 
ing lack  of  knowledge,  in  quarters  that 
should  be  well-informed,  of  the  modifica- 
tions to  Section  i  (i)  of  the  D.D.  Act,  1932. 
Thus  the  Procurator-Fiscal,  in  opening  the 
case ;  the  defence,  in  emphasising  the 
necessity  for  complying  with  subsection  i 
(i)  {e) ;  and  Martindale  (22nd  edition,  1941, 
p.  1 133),  all  refer  to  the  unmodified  Section 
I  (i)  of  the  D.D.  Act,  1932.  The  fact  that 
the  Dangerous  Drugs  list  at  the  date  of  the 
coming  into  operation  of  the  D.D.  Regula- 
tions, 1937,  is  given  on  p.  i  of  those  Regula- 
tions (S.  R.  &  O.,  1937,  560)  makes 
inexplicable  the  continued  references  to  an 
earlier  decree. 

Numerous  Queries 

As  a  consequence  of  this  doubtful  publi- 
city, The  Chemist  and  Druggist  has  been 
bombarded  with  queries  in  respect  of  pre- 
parations containing  liq.  morph.  hydrochlor. 
Such  inquiries  are  understandable,  in  view 
of  a  ruling  by  the  Home  Office  in  1933, 
which,  for  practical  purposes,  exempted 
Ex.  S.I.  dilutions  of  liq.  morph.  hydrochlor. 
and  tinct.  opii  from  D.D.  registration.  The 
Home  Office  then  ruled  to  the  effect  that 
quantities  of  less  than  126  minims  of  these 
B.P.  preparations,  in  less  than  i  fl.  oz.  of 
finished  product,  were  "Ex.  D.D."  regard- 
less of  whether  the  diluent  was  plain  water 
or  a  medicated  vehicle.  It  is  clear  that,  in 
the  case  of  tinct.  opii,  the  morphine  is 
already  mixed  with  other  medicinal  sub- 
stances, and  therefore  Ex.  S.i  dilutions 
with  water  are  also  Ex.  D.D.  The  ruling  in 
regard  to  liq.  morph.  hydrochlor.  is  more 
subtle,  and  may  advisably  be  subject  to 
disputation  in  a  court  of  law.  However, 
due  deliberation  reveals  that  liq.  morph. 
hydrochlor.  is  a  solution  of  the  morphine 
salt  in  an  admixture  of  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid,  alcohol  and  distilled  water.  Since 
neither  the  acid  nor  the  alcohol  can  be 
classed  as  an  inert  substance,  the  ruling 
that   Ex.    S.I.    dilutions   of   liq.  morph.

hydrochlor.  are  also  Ex.  D.D.  is  properly 
substantiated. 

The  intention  of  the  1932  and  i937 
changes  in  the  D.D.  Acts  and  Regulations 
was  undoubtedly  to  prevent  drug  addicts 
from  having  access  to  Ex.  S.i.  products 
from  which  the  dangerous  drug  can  be 
readily  extracted  or  easily  concentrated  in 
an  unchanged  condition.  This  consideration 
is  seldom  met  with  in  dispensing  practice, 
as  it  applies  only  to  direct  dilutions  of  drugs 
(morphine,  etc.)  with  inert  diluents  (water, 
lactose,  etc.)  below  First  Schedule  limits. 
The  position  in  respect  of  other  diluents, 
such  as  kaolin,  bismuth  salts  and  sodium 
bicarbonate,  is  unaffected,  as  these  are 
definitely  of  medicinal  value,  as  is  also  the 
case  with  such  vehicles  as  chloroform  water 
and  peppermint  water.  The  Stirling  case 
does  not  provide  any  decision  as  to  the 
validity  of  the  Home  Office  ruling,  and  it  is 
deplorable  that  the  action  has  had  the 
effect  of  making  confusion  in  respect  of 
subsection  i  (i)  {e)  worse  confounded.  In 
particular,  an  opportunity  has  been  missed 
of  emphasising  that  practising  pharmacists 
have  been  prosecuted  for  offences  which  legal 
experts  have  been  unable  clearly  to  define. 

Pharmaceutical  Integrity 

A  prime  difficulty  in  poisons  law  is  that  a 
comprehensive  Poisons  Guide  can  classify 
each  individual  entry,  but  cannot  cover 
every  contingency.  The  amendment  and 
re-amendment  of  Acts,  rules,  regulations 
and  schedules  are  retroactive,  and  the 
statutory  changes  make  prior  editions 
obsolete.  Nevertheless,  retail  and  wholesale 
druggists  have  shown  remarkable  per- 
spicuity in  complying  with  the  ever- 
changing  poisons  provisions,  and  the 
Stirling  case  does  not  discredit  pharma- 
ceutical integrity  in  the  slightest  degree. 

It  is  the  height  of  absurdity  for  an  Ex.  S.  i . 
prescription  to  be  still  D.D.  and,  until  such 
anomalies  are  corrected,  innocent  phar- 
macists will,  owing  to  the  inadequacies  of 
the  law,  remain  liable  to  be  charged  with 
criminal  offences  without  proper  legal 
protection.  It  is  obvious  that  this  danger 
must  increase  unless  future  amendments  of 
the  poisons  provisions  are  in  the  direction 
of  co-ordinating  the  present  conflicting 
statutes. 


The  New  Addendum 

When,  in  November  1943,  the  Gen  1 
Medical   Council   issued   its   first   set  { 
amendments  to  the  then  recently  publis  1 
Sixth   Addendum   to   the   British  PI 
macopoeia,  experienced  observers  reali  i 
that  a  Seventh  Addendum  was  likely  , 
follow  at  a  not  very  distant  date, 
interval  turns  out  to  be  eighteen  mont 
three  months  longer  than  the  Addend 
interval  of  1942-43 ;   and  Addendum  \  1 
with  its  105  pages  and  its  useful  cumulat 
index,  proves  to  be  longer  than  any  of 
predecessors  since  1936.    On  p.  96  of  i 
issue  we  conclude  our  notes  on  outstand 
features  of  the  book.  An  Addendum  to 
British  Pharmacopoeia  is  obviously  a  stj  . 
gap  production,  and  for  this  reason  we 
not  propose  to  comment  on  the  presi 
volume  with  the  same  fullness  as  wouldj 
usual  in  the  case  of  a  new  Pharmacopoe 
For  most  pharmacists  the  leading  feati 
of  the  Addendum  is  the  series  of  tabella 
the  English  synonym  of  which  word, 
may  be  noted  in  passing,  is  "tablets." 
including   them   for   the   first   time  i 
General  Medical  Council  may  be  followi 
the  lead  of  the  compilers  of  United  Sta; 
Pharmacopoeia  XII,  which  contains  fori 
eight,  an  appreciably  larger  number  th 
that  of  B.P.  Addendum  VII.  In  view  of  t 
desirability  of  keeping  the  contents  of  i 
two  pharmacopoeias  in  step,  we  could  wi 
that  the  Addendum  list  had  been  somewt 
longer  and  had  included  certain  famili 
remedies  the  appearance  of  which  in  tab 
form  could,  so  far  as  we  know,  have  occ 
sioned  no  controversy.    In  particular^  i 
should  have  been  glad  to  see  thyroid  table 
officially  recognised  with  an  appropria 
specification.  Not  long  ago  a  case  came 
our  notice  in  which  a  patient  brought 
prescription  for  thyroid  tablets,  after  it  hi 
been  dispensed  in  Scotland,  to  Southe 
England,  and  was  perturbed  by  a  marki 
difference  in  size  between  the  two  lots.  Tl 
question  of  unifying  the  contents  of  tl 
British    Pharmacopoeia   and   the  Unite 
States  Pharmacopoeia  is  likely  to  becon 
increasingly  important,  and  we  trust  thi 
it  is  being  kept  in  mind  by  the  Pharm.

de.  A  Bill  to  give  effect  to  this  proposal

has  been  published  under  the  title  ' '  Export 
Guarantees  Bill,"  the  purpose  of  which  is 
to  amend  the  Export  Guarantees  Act  of 
1939.  under  which  the  Board  of  Trade  is 
empowered  to  give  guarantees  in  connexion 
with  the  export  from  the  United  Kingdom 
of  goods  to  any  country.  The  Act  provides 
that  the  aggregate  amount  of  the  Board's 
liability  at  any  time  in  respect  of  the 
guarantees  shall  not  exceed  million, 
and  fixes,  within  that  limit,  subsidiary 
limits  for  the  aggregate  liability  in  respect 
of  certain  types  of  guarantees. 

The  guarantees  are  given  to  exporters  in 
return  for  a  premium,  and  afford  protection 
against  the  main  risks  of  overseas  trading. 
During  the  past  five  years  the  total  amount 
guaranteed  by  policies  issued  has  exceeded 
£375  million.  The  objects  of  the  present 
Bill  are  to  make  provision  for  the  increase 
of  the  limits  of  liability,  in  order  to  meet  the 
increased  demand  for  the  guarantees  to  be 
expected  after  the  war,  and  to  authorise 
the  Board  of  Trade  to  give  guarantees  in 
respect  of  certain  external  transactions. 

Clause  I  of  the  Bill  increases  the  maxi- 
mum amount  of  the  Board's  liability  at  any 
time  in  respect  of  the  guarantees  from  £75 
million  to  ;^200  million,  and  within  that 
general  limit  increases  the  specific  limits  for 
the  liability  in  respect  of  certain  guarantees. 
This  clause  also  extends  the  power  to  give 
guarantees  covering  contracts  for  con- 
structional work  abroad,  by  removing  the 
restriction  imposed  by  Section  2  (2)  of  the 
Export  Guarantees  Act,  1939,  which  limits 
the  Board's  guarantee  in  respect  of  local 
expenditure  on  labour  and  materials  to 
one-third  of  the  value  of  the  goods  exported 
under  the  contract.  (A  similar  amendment 
of  the  Overseas  Trade  Guarantees  Act, 
1939,  is  effected  by  Clause  4.) 

Clause  2  empowers  the  Board  of  Trade 
to  give  guarantees  in  connexion  with  sales 
of  goods  by  United  Kingdom  merchants  for 
shipment  directly  between  countries  over- 
seas. The  object  of  the  clause  is  to  enable 
guarantees  to  be  given  in  respect  of  sales 
of  unmanufactured  goods  and  other  primary 
products  which  do  not  compete  with  U.K. 
export  trade  in  manufactured  goods,  and 
accordingly  proviso  {b)  excludes  manu- 
factured goods  except  where  the  guarantees 
cause  no  detriment  to  British  exports. 
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In  our  issues  of  November  i8  (p.  530)  and 
December  9,  1944  (p.  610),  appeared  notes 
on  the  Seventh  Addendum  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  in  force  on  and  from 
February  i  next.  The  additions  to  and 
amendments  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  its 
six  Addenda  include  a  few  already  announced 
by  notices  in  the  official  "Gazettes."  It 
will  accordingly  suffice,  for  these,  to  call 
attention  to  the  records  of  "Gazette" 
notices  in  the  C.  &^D.,  1943.  II.  537;  1944. 1. 
187;  July  I,  1944,  p.  i;  July  29,  1944,  p. 
105.  The  principal  addition  not  reviewed  in 
our  previous  notes  is  the  series  of  tablets. 

Tabellae 

Three  definitions  of  "tabellae"  ("tab- 
lets") are  given,  (i)  "Tablets  are  solid 
discs  prepared  by  compressing  or  moulding 
a  drug,  or  a  mixture  of  drugs."  (2)  "Com- 
pressed tablets  are  circular  discs,  either  fiat 
or  bi-convex,  prepared  by  compressing  a 
drug,  or  mixture  of  drugs,  with  or  without 
excipient,  by  means  of  punches  in  suitable 
dies."  (3)  "Moulded  tablets,  or  tablet 
triturates  are  flat  circular  discs  prepared  by 
pressing  moistened  powders  into  moulds." 
The  two-page  introductory  monograph  of 
this  section  includes  a  formula  for  the 
official  chocolate  basis  (cocoa  powder,  non- 
alkalised  15,  sucrose  15,  lactose  70).  The 
following  is  a  synopsis  of  the  tablets  (with 
alternative  names  in  parentheses),  and  of  the 
strengths  to  be  dispensed  or  supplied  when 
the  quantity  in  each  tablet  isnot  stated.

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WAGES  IN  CO-OPERATIVE  PHARMACIES 


An  agreement  has  recently  been  signed 
between  the  National  Wages  Council  of 
the  Co-operative  Union,  Ltd.,  and  the 
National  Union  of  Distributive  and  Allied 
Workers  and  National  Amalgamated  Union 
of  Shop  Assistants,  Warehousemen  and 
Clerks  upon  rates  oi  wages  to  be  paid  to 
qualified  and  unqualified  staffs  in  co- 
operative pharmacies.  The  rates  are  as 
follows : — 

Qualified  Managers. — Average  weekly 
sales  up  to  and  including £yo,  London,  iios., 
Provinces,  105s. ;  with  2s.  6d.  extra  for 
every  additional  ^10  or  part  thereof  of 
weekly  sales  to  £300  weekly,  and  thereafter 
3s.  for  every  ^50  or  part  thereof  of  weekly 
sales. 

Qualified  Manageresses.  —  Average 
weekly  sales  up  to  and  including  £70, 
London,  105s.,  Provinces,  loos. ;  with  the 
same  increments  for  additional  turnover 
as  for  managers. 

"Average  weekly  takings"  includes  all 
cash  takings  of  the  shop  (except  for 
tobacco) ;  in  shops  where  there  is  an 
optician  under  a  pharmacist  manager 
without  optical  qualification  the  sales  of 
the  optical  section  are  excluded.  The  wage 
is  determined  at  the  end  of  each  half-year 
on  the  basis  of  the  average  weekly  sales 
for  the  preceding  twelve  months.  Special 
provisions  may  be  made  by  arrangement 
between  the  parties  to  the  agreement  for 
pharmacies  in  which  the  sales  exceed  the 
figures  of  ;^6oo  weekly.  A  society  in  a 
country  district,  having  a  shop  with  small 
sales,  has  the  right  to  apply  for  a  special 
rate  to  be  fixed.

MEETING  of  the  Manchester  Pharma- 
itical  Association  and  Branch  of  the  Phar- 
iceutical  Society  was  held  on  January 
Mr.  H,  Brindle  in  the  chair.

University 
tiics,  sanatoria,  and  the  like,  functioned 
■  in-patients  only.  Out-patients  had  to 
t  their  medicines  from  pharmacies, 
armacies  could  not  be  sold.  The  drugs 
d  equipment  could  be  made  over  to  a 
rchaser,  but  the  Government  controlled 
}  licence  and  there  was  usually  little 
ificulty  in  getting  this  transferred.  Each 
armaceutical  shop  was  controlled  by  the 
armacist  in  charge,  who  was  responsible 
the  maintenance  of  an  adequate  service, 
tiilst  he  had  some  privileges,  he  had  many 
ponsibilities.  He  had  to  provide  a  full- 
le  service,  including  Sundays  and  holi- 
ys.  This  did  not  mean  that  he  had  to 
3p  the  pharmacy  open  all  the  time,  only 
it  when  he  left  the  premises  he  had  to 
tify  where  he  was  available.  In  cities  and 
ivns  it  was  customary  to  have  a  rota 
stem  after  hours.  Only  pharmacists  Were 
titled  to  dispense  medicinei^. 


After  describing  accommodation  and 
equipment  Mr.  Kende  said  the  pharmacy 
was  visited  twice  a  year  by  a  district 
officer.  In  the  event  of  an  inefficient  service 
being  found  the  licence  could  be  taken  away 
without  compensation.  Regulations  issued 
by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had  to  be 
complied  with ;  the  Society  had  powers  of 
inspection.  Prescriptions  had  to  be  priced 
according  to  a  schedule  controlled  by  the 
Government.  There  was  no  competition  in 
the  dispensing  of  prescriptions,  the  charges 
being  national.  Prescriptions  dispensed 
after  7  p.m.  carried  an  extra  fee  of  is.  for 
National  Health  and  2S.  for  private  scripts, 
and  half  this  amount  was  allotted  to  the 
assistant  who  acted  as  dispenser.  Member- 
ship of  the  Society  was  compulsory.  He 
was  struck  by  the  high  standard  of  educa- 
tion among  young  pharmacists  in  England, 
and  could  not  understand  why  this  highly 
educated  profession  should  have  so  little 
recognition.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia 
was  more  advanced  and  in  every  way  a 
better  publication  than  either  the  Austrian 
or  Hungarian  Pharmacopoeias,  and  this 
greatly  impressed  him. 

Questions 

In  reply  to  questions,  Mr.  Kende  said 
that  the  prestige  of  pharmacists  in  his 
country  was  higher  than  in  England. 
Salaries  of  assistants  were  laid  down.  Living 
was  much  cheaper,  and  that  should  be 
taken  into  consideration  in  any  comparison 
of  figures.  In  1938,  a  senior  pharmacist 
would  receive  los.  monthly,  with  free 
rooms  and  no  board.  Apprentices  were 
limited  to  one  to  each  pharmacist  on  the 
staff.  His  country,  up  to  1938,  was  develop- 
ing rapidly,  with  a  growing  population, 
and,  to  meet  this,  -additional  pharmacies 
were  required.  In  pharmacy  there  was 
no  unemployment.  All  pharmacies  were 
equipped  to  manufacture  their  own  galeni- 
cals. The  fee  for  a  licence  varied  according 
to  the  size  of  town  or  city,  being  ;^20o  in  a 
city  and  much  less  in  a  country  town.  No 
medical  man  was  allowed  to  dispense.  His 
function  was  to  prescribe.  Co-operation 
between  doctor  and  pharmacist  was  en- 
couraged, to  the  advantage  of  both  medical 
and  pharmaceutical  services.  The  business 
of  the  pharmacist  was  pharmaceutical  and 
surgical.  There  were  no  photographic  sales 
or  adjuncts  of  that  kind. 

Mr.  H.  Steinman  proposed  a  vote  of 
thanks,  which  was  carried  with  loud 
applause.

IRISH  DRUG  ASSOCIATION 


Mr.  Lyall  G.  Smith  (the  president  of  the 
Association),  was  in  the  chair  at  a  pro- 
vincial delegates'  meeting  of  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  held  in  Dublin  on  January 
g.  In  addition  to  members  of  the  I.D.A. 
Committee  there  were  present  Messrs.  W. 
Hanley  and  R.  L.  Austin,  Limerick;  N.  A. 
McKane,  Ballina  ;  J.  P.  Kissane,  Tipperary  ; 
James  McKeever,  Navari ;  James  Nicholson, 
Clones;  E.  J.  McSweeney,  Cork ;  and  J.  K. 
Whelehan,  Mullingar.  Apologies  for  in- 
ability to  attend  were  received  from  dele- 
gates in  Kerry  and  Clonmel.  Mr.  Smith 
reviewed  the  activities  of  the  committee 
since  the  previous  delegate  meeting,  and 
referred  to  an  agreement  made  with  Coras 
lompair  Eireann  (Irish  Transport  Co.) 
regarding  the  sale  and  dispensing  of  medi- 
cines at  contract  prices  for  employees  of  the 
company.  Several  delegates  declared  that 
such  contracts  should  not  be  made  by  the 
committee  in  the  name  of  the  members 
without  prior  consultation  with  all  the 
members,  either  direct  or  through  the  local 
Associations.  Mr.  Smith  also  referred  to  an 
agreement  securing  the  distribution  of  two 
proprietaries  through  chemists  and  drug- 
gists only.  Several  country  delegates 
expressed  dissatisfaction  at  the  making  of  an 
agreement  with  the  manufacturers  con- 
cerned when,  it  was  stated,  every  possible 
source  of  distribution  outside  qualified 
pharmacists  had  been  supplied  with  the 
product,  but  Mr.  Smith  pointed  out  that  the 
agreement  became  operative  on  December 
I,  1944,  and  that  some  time  must  elapse 
before  the  stocks  in  non-qualified  hands 
became  exhausted ;  then  the  benefit  of  the 
agreement  would  be  felt.  The  explanation 
was  regarded  as  satisfactory.  A  discussion 
followed  on  supplies  to  country  hospitals 
and  institutions  by  approved  wholesale 
houses. 

Supplies  to  Institutions 

It  was  pointed  out  that  such  insti- 
tutions were  being  charged  the  same  price 
by  wholesalers  as  that  charged  to  chemists, 
and  that  local  chemists  were  not  therefore 
in  a  position  to  compete.  It  was  also  stated 
that  chemists  were  being  charged  a  higher 
price  than  that  charged  by  grocers*  whole- 
salers for  certain  preparations.  The  meeting- 
suggested  that  it  was  opportune  to  have  a 
revision  of  the  approved  lists,  particularly 
the  wholesale  Class  B  list.  The  feeling  of 
the  country  delegates  was  that  members 
would  not  continue  to  support  the  whole- 
salers if  their  charges  were  so  much  greater

EMPIRE  AND  FOREIGN  NEWS 

U.S.S.R.  Penicillin  Factory. — A  penicillin 
factory,  the  first  in  the  Soviet  Union,  was 
opened  recently  in  Mosc  w. 

Potash  from  Spain. — According  to  a 
Reuter  report,  the  first  British  vessel  to 
enter  Barcelona  harbour  since  the  war 
resailed  with  a  cargo  of  potash. 

Southern  Rhodesian  Import  Certificates. — 

United  Kingdom  exporters  who  hold 
Southern  Rhodesian  essentiality  certificates 
that  are  no  longer  valid,  and  which  cover 
goods  not  now  requiring  Board  of  Trade 
export  licences,  may  have  their  certificates 
revalidated.  When  revalidation  is  re- 
quired for  goods  liable  to  export  licences  the 
importer  must  continue  to  approach  the 
Department  of  Supply  in  the  Colony. 

Medical  Supplies  for  Czechoslovakia. — 

Eighty  crates  of  medical  supplies  provided 
by  U.N.R.R.A.  are  being  flown  from  Britain 
to  Moscow  on  the  first  stage  of  their  journey 
to  liberated  Czechoslovak  territory,  where 
the  health  position  is  stated  to  be  more 
serious  than  was  expected,  with  an  immedi- 
ate danger  of  famine.  A  much  larger  con- 
signment will  shortly  go  by  the  sea  route 
via  a  Russian  port,  and  arrangements  are 
being  made  to  follow  this  with  further 
shipments  from  Britain  and  the  United 
States. 

Anglo-Egyptian  Trade.— Following  a  pre- 
liminary agreement  between  Britain  and 
Egypt  on  financial  and  economic  matters, 
which  has  been  concluded  in  co-operation 
with  American  authorities,  increased  im- 
ports and  greater  freedom  of  trade  between 
the  two  countries  are  expected  during  1945. 
It  is  understood  that  British  imports  will 
be  doubled  during  the  year,  and  that  many 
controls  will  be  lifted,  leaving  only  such  as 
affect  a  small  number  of  commodities  which 
make  heavy  calls  on  shipping,  such  as 
cereals  and  fertilisers. 

Indian  Industrial  Policy. — The  Secretary 
of  State  for  India  (Mr.  L.  S.  Amery),  in 
an  address  to  the  East  India  Association 
in  London  recently,  said  that,  so  far 
as  the  Government  of  Britain  was  con- 
cerned, it  wanted  to  see  Indian  industry 
developed  to  the  full.  The  last  thing  British 
industrialists  had  in  mind  was  the  idea 
that  British  export  industry  could  prosper 
by  holding  back  India's  industrial  develop- 
ment. Collaboration  now  being  sought  in 
the  scientific  field  would  yield  practical 
results,  and  might  well  lead  to  collaboration 
in  other  fields.
